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Tur Cameronians fluſhed with this Succeſs, 
but dreading another Aſſault, gathered together 
five thouſand Foot and ſixteen hundred Horſe, 
which fo alarmed the Government, that the Duke 
of Monmouth was ſent down to command the ke

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Part IJ. of Join KER Bl x 
ular Forces in. Scotland, whereupon followed 


an honeſt Gentleman in that Kingdom; who un- 
fortunately were upon the Head of that Inſurrec- 
tion, and thereby incurred a new Forfeiture of 
Life and Fortune; which, notwichſtanding the 
Act of Parliament at the Revolution, reverſing 
thoſe Forfeitures, and-ordaining Reſtitution, ſtil 
affects ſome Gentlemen who then forfeited, be- 
cauſe their Eſtates were given by the Crown to 
Colonel Cornwal, Sir Theophilus Oglethorp, and 
General Main, three Engliſb Men, Who never ha- 
ving any of their Effects in Scotland, could not be 
reached by the Laws of that Nation: Neverthe- 
leſs, Mr. Gordon of Craigfaw, Mr. Gordon of 
Earlſtown, Mr. Cockran of Waterſide, Mr. Fergu- 
/on of Caillock, Mr. Martin of Clitihey, and others, 
have been always reckoned among the loyaleſt 
Subjects, ſince King William of glorious Memory 
came to the Crown; who from. that Year 1679. 
have laboured under inſuperable Difficulties 
(which all others, who then forfeited, : were re- 
lieved from) without any Probability of Repara- 
tion, as much as if the Forteiture had never been 
reverſed, notwithſtanding all the Repreſentations 
that hath been made of their Caſe, not only to 
the Government and Mr. Cornwat himſelf, but 
by the Parliament alſo recommended to the Crown, 
and even in ſpite of the Union too. *

They hght as they 
pray, and pray as they fight, making every Battle 
a new Exerciſe of their Faith, and believe, that 
in ſuch a Caſe they are, as it were, under the Banner 

of Chriſt: If they fall in Battle, they die in thegt 
Calling, as Martyrs to the good Cauſe, and bes 
lieve that in thus ſhedding their Blood, they finiſh 
the Work of their Salvation. From ſuch Maxims, 
and Articles of Faith, the Cameroniaus may be ſlain 
never conquered : Great Numbers of them have 
loft their Lives, but few or none ever yielded. On 
the contrary, whenever they believe their Duty 
or Religion calls them to it, they are always una» 
nimous and ready, with undaunted Spirits, and 
great Vivacity of Mind, to encounter Hardſhips, 
attempt great Eaterprizes, deſpiſe Danger, and 
braveiy ruſh on to Death or Victory. _ 


WHeNce it is clear, thoſe People can never he 
rooted out, tho? ſo many of them have been but 
chered in the Fields, the Manner of their Deaths 
hath immortalized their Memories, the yy of 


their Reſolution animates the Survivors with glo- 
rious Emulation, and the Integrity and Innocence: 
of their Lives brings them many Converts, by 
which every Loſs they ſuſtain is more than ſup- 
plied, their Party wonderfully increaling by the 
very Means which ſeem. to deſtroy it. 


No wonder then from thoſe Principles they 
ever have the Advantage over the Highlanders, 
whoſe gallant Actions have nevertheleſs been re- 
corded on many Occaſions, vis. The fatal Fields
